Both of the candidates were comparative 
strangers in that particular section, so that 
personal preferences evidently could not 
have affected the result. 
Investigation, set 
on foot by the Republican executive cum- 
uutU*e and conduct*, d by the efficient de­ 
tective agency of tin* numerous and pow’- 
erful Union Leagues, at last disclosed the 
reason ol this extraoidinary conduct by so 
many Republican voters in gung back 
upon their own man. It appear, d that they 
weut for the Democratic nominee just 
because his name was Pool. ll<*u. Jobu Pool 
was then a 
Republican 
United States 
Senator from North Carolina, the Repub­ 
lican Judge of the Eastern District was 
one C. C. Pool and there were several oth­ 
er Pools in those parts who w’ere promi­ 
nent Republican*. 
It w’&s eminently a 
Republican 
patronymic. 
That 
a man 
could bear the name of Pool aud not be a 
Republican seemed to the simple, confiding 
minds of the colored voters—and to some 
white ones ol the humbler class—altogeth­ 
er out of the questiou.

The negro vote preponderates, and it never 
failed to come solidly to the ball6t boxes 
upon election day. 
For ten years the 
I lemocrats have made no serious effort to 
carry the county, and in fact have rarely 
put a ticket in the field, except for mere 
purpose of party discipline. 
The Repub­ 
lican majority was 710 two years ago, in a 
total poll of 3,615. 
So controlling was the 
influence of that party that it bas not in­ 
volved any sacrifice of social standing for 


a white man to belong to it in Northamp 
ton. 
At she recent btate election the Re­ 
publicans made large gains in the adjoin­ 
ing county of Hertford and in most, if not 
all, of the other counties of the First Con­ 
gressional district. 
But lo, and behold ? 
Northampton went the other way and 
elected a Democratic Repifsentatlve by 
133 majority. 
Here was a puzzling para­ 
dox. 
How the thing was done, however, 
appears below:

“ Who fought tor you four years and 
took you from tho bonds of slavery and 
made you a free and noble people ?” 
“Grant! G rant! General G rant!” again 
the shout went up 
“Then, here are ‘Grant’ tickets I hold in 
one hand and ‘Newsum’ tickets I hold in 
the other. 
Which will you vote ?” 
“ Give me de Grant ticket! Give me de 
Grant tick et! 
Hurra for G ran t! 
I is for 
Grant every time, I is !” was the almost 
unanimous response. 
The thunderstruck Republican fuglemen 
were too dazed at the audacity of the 
spokesman and its success to interfere in 
season. 
The affair was a complete loup 
de main. By one of those transports of en 
tbuslasm which have seized upon men in 
all climes and ages, and to which the negro 
race is peculiarly susceptible, the colored 
voters caught eagerly at the “Grant” bal­ 
lots, rushed to the boxes and put them in. 
And thus Northampton returned a Dem 
ocratic representative. 
At the single pre­ 
cinct in Rich Square, which usually gives 
tour or ti re hundred Republican majority, 
Mr. Graut got 411 votes over bis Uepubli 
can competitor.
